This is in reference to the Morgan letter of January 15, 1968 , 
and the figuring contained oh the lower half of the page. 

Examination of the data in this letter indicates that the 
writer involved the use of the standard telephone dial, 
as a means of cryptanalysis* As you know, the dialing 
devise contains ten numbers, 1-0 and the numbers 2-9, 
each represent an# alphabetical grouping* In the terms 
P 0 ODUM, HIDIAND and NEWTON, he has given each letter 
the number which represents the group in which it is found* 
Thus* POODUM MIDLAND NEWTON MIDLAND 664352 should 

766386 6^35263 639866 

be corrected to 6435163 and NEWTON 663986 should be corrected 
to 639866 . 



The use of the numerical group 91066 is not clearly tinder- 
stood although it would seem to be taken from PO 191 06. 

The number 0 has been given the value of 9* This number 
( 91066) is then subtracted from the numbers representing 
the three terms and the answer is then given the letter 
group for each of its numbers. He has then tried various 
letter combinations until one appeared which had the pos- 
sibitity of spelling a name, if arranged properly.

At this point, a process is needed to extract a name or term 
and it looks asthough the writer was working on proper names* 
We now have to try each letter in the group, combining it 
with other letters in the group in an effoirto discover a 
combination which will produce a proper name. For example, 
begining combinations in category 0 are, OP, OD, QA, OW, 

OB ( numerous possibilities with Irish names) OC, OF, OS, 

OL, etc. Then you continue to add another letter until 
you come up with a name in one of the categories. Since 
th ejf name OSWALD was already associated with the assassin- 
ation, the letters OS are a helpfull clue.

When we approach MIDLAND and NEWTON the task becomes much more 
Involved. In NEWTON for instance, if we use the 91066 group 
we do not have any immidiate clue as to a proper name.

At this point you could use a telephone 
directory to aid in tacking on four 
other letters which might form a 



proper name. 

You would have to work each of the twelve non-repet itious 
letters In the NEWTON grouping in this manner. 



Another possibility in NEWTON and MIDLAND is that 2550 or 
combinations of it may be used instead of 91066, in which 
case, we would have to take another approach. The possibil- 
ities are numerous and much work would be required in an 
effort to pursue each of them. 

The use of the numerical groups 250525 and 505050 is not 
understood at this point ( why these particular numbers are 
used instead of other combinations). 

There is Insufficient data regarding Lee Odum, P0 19106, 
Midland 2550 and Newton 2550. Midland and Newton are 
listed as communities in the state of Texas although there 
is no index listing for Odum. Telephone numbers usually 
consifet of seven digits and Midland and Newton 2550 would 
not therefore, seem to be telephone numbers. 

I must tell you that although I am most interested In 
futher work in the cryptological aspects of the case, 
my^iob and evening classes do not allow me enough time 
to , Ts||L investigation of these matters which will provide 
a solution in the immediate future. If you know of others 
who would be Interested In assisting, perhaps we could 
piece out the work and speed the opperation along, it that 
Is possible. Although these two letters to Mr. Morgan 
contain information which may have much value, I would 
like to concentrate on CE-lll, as it would seem to be 
an example of a recognized cryptographic technique, which 
is a Rotating Grille Cipher. However, I will be glad to 
assist you in any way I possibly can.
